The lirst murder trial Berrien coun­ 
ty ha«» wituesiicd f»jr many years is 
now on trial in the circuit court. Jacob 
Schwenk of New Búllalo is on trial for 
the murder of Henry DeVinne. The 
defense will endeavor to prove that 
the killing was excusable homicide. 
Tne jury was sworn this afternoon and 
placed in ciiarjre of SheritY Ferguson. 
They will not be separated or allowed 
to iro home until iheir verdict is ren­ 
dered. The principal witness for the 
people, Abraham Markie, is sick abed 
and the testiiiumy ne gave at the pre­ 
liminary bearing will be admitted. 


The work of securing a jury in the 
murder trial of Jacob Schwenk, the 
New Bulíalo saloon keeper, began in 
the circuit court this morning. 


The alleged crime was committed 
lust 
May. 
Henry DeVinne visited 
Schwenk's saloon, Schwenk struck him 
and he died next day. The people claim 
it was a case of murder: the 
de­ 
fense will endeavor to .show that it was 
an “excusable accident.” 


The attendance at court was not ex­ 
cessively large. The pn>sejution as in 
the 
h a n d s of 
Prosecuting Attorney 
Valentine a^si.sted by Attorney “Dick” 
Brecce of .Michigan City, with whom 
Mr. Valentine studied law. Sitting 
between these two uliorney.s is Mi's. 
DeVinne, the widow of the man who 
died from the wounds received ut the 
saloon row. 
Mr.s. DeVinne wears the* 
weeds of mourniiig and takes a deep 
interest in the prucei?dings. 


.lacob Schwenk, the defendant in the 
Cii.se. occupie.' a seat near the j '*ry. He 
i-5 a large man with neither a particu­ 
larly good or had tace, and he does not 
look like a criminal. 
His neighbors 
say that the worst thing thut can oe 
?aid ubciut ttim is that he runs a saloon. 
During the process of selecting jurors 
the defendant held upon his knee his 
brisiht little duu-jhtcr, u lovable little 
girl of six or eight years. At the 
right of tne defendant sat bis wife, a 
good looking wutnan with intelligence 
stamped on iier face. She was com­ 
posed and maderio etVurt to work upon 
tlie sympathy of any«»no ijut now and 
then a hand Kerchief wus necessary to 
wipe away a t^^ar. The defendant is a 
b.’other i)i J"hn t'. S hwenk. the su­ 
pervisor of New Batíalo unvnship. 


When 
twelve jurors were callt;d 
to the box I ’roseeutor Valentine put 
the following general queries: 


Will you follow the instructions of 
the court in regard to the etVects of in­ 
toxication? 


Are you aequainted with Schwenk 
or DeVinneV 
Have )ou formed any opinion in re­ 
gard to tiie case? 


Have yuu recently employed Mr. 
O’Hara or Mr Gore as your attorney’? 


Do you know of any reason why you 
can not be an impartial juror? 


During these inquiries J. W. Doyle 
and J. W. Hudson, of St. Joseph were 
excused by the court. 


Attorneys O’Hara 
& O’Hara and 
V. M. Gore are defending Schwenk. 
The examination of jurors is in charge 
of James O’Hara and he is doing good 
work for the accused. These are the 
general questions he asked: 


Have you any prejudice against the 
liquor business as a business? 


Will you pay the same attention to 
the testirmony ofthe accused as though 
he were not in the saloon business? 


Do you belong to any society for the 
suppression of tho liquor trafile? 


Mr. O’Hara then explained that the 
court would instruct them that they 
must enter upon the trial with the be­ 
lief that the accused was innocent. It 
was not necessary that Schwenk must 
prove himself innocent, but it was 
necessary that the people must prove 
him guilty. 
He explained that all 
killings were not wrong, some were 
justltiable 
and 
others 
excusable. 
When he questioned the jurors whether 
they could go into the case oh the pre- 
sumptons of innocence Thomas Hutton, 
who lives a few miles from New Buf­ 
falo, could not give a satisfactory an­ 
swer and be was dismissed, 


Mr. O’Hara pushed his case further. 
He practically’wanted to put the jury 
on record ana find out what tbelr ver­ 
dict would be before the case wa^ 
started.

Mr, V^alentine 
objected 
and Mr. 
O'Hara asked: 


•‘At the time Schwenk struck the 
blow if there was no malice would you 
tind hiai guilty?" 


The court, ovur-ruled the question 
and the airurney took an exception. 
Mr O’riara then went the rounds of 
iury box and asked each one if he be­ 
lieved that under any circumstances it 
was right to take life. They all agreed 
it was. 


Mr. O'Hara declared it was an un­ 
fortunate .'lecidettt. not even h case of 
assault and bat,tery. 
He said it was 
"excusable hfmiicido. ” 


The court—‘’ir the striking wasj ex- 
eU‘nib!e. the death resulting was not 
maos’augbter.” 


When the court adjourned for dinner 
the following jurors were in the box:

T he Anvil Ulrtl. 


At dusk iu tho wilds of the gloomy 
Eruziiian forest yen will think 
it 
strungo to hear the clinic of a hammer 
on an anvil. 
You wouhl imagine that 
you were approaching some settlouiont, 
ami the picture of tlie ruddy glov; oif 
tile forge wuuld come up before your 
eyes. 


But if your guide wore a native, lie 
would tell you that tho sound was made 
by a campanero, as they call it, al­ 
though to foreigners it is known as the 
anvil bixd. • 


Tiii.s bird is a little larger than a 
thrush. TheplumaKo is perfectly white, 
the eyes are u pale ;.;ray color, and the 
naked throat and skin around tho eyes 
are of a tine bright green, while its 
more northerly relative is orange and 
black, very much like oar oriole. 


It is generally in tho early part of tho 
^^lay that the campanero sends forth the 
oudeiful notu that can be heard at a 
stance of three miles. Marvelous in* 
ated nmst be the mechanism of tho vo- 
^1 organs of so small a bird to produce 
farreaching a note, but there is no 
Aoubt of the fact, for many travelers 
^huve heard the strange sound uttered 
by the bird when perched on the top* 
most branch of some withered tree.—

Comfort iu traveling is an important 
consideration, and the newest idea for 
a journey is one worth regarding.

I applies only to municipal interfoi « noe 
with lines already established and in 
use and no further. 


•*In this view of the ca>e, tlie city of 
Benton Uarbor had the right to reiru- 
late by ordinance the placing of poles 
Id the streets of '.he c-i^y and in so do­ 
ing may n #t be c*. n‘in. d merely to the 
exercise of its ordinary police powers. 
The city has the control and ownership 
of its streets. It had the right to at­ 
tach such conditions as were reason­ 
able. The city appear» to be willing to 
allow the complainant lo extend its 
lines upon conditions which appear to 
me reasonable in the abhi^iu^e ef any 
contract relations Ijetween the parties.
